"They never come back." V/ell- 


proved- words that arc rightly applied 
to many a dethroned champion who 
tried. Nevertheless, they do try, lor 
it is hard to > realize that the old order 
is gone. Report las it that another 
of the dethroned will try to stage a 
com'e-ba«k. 'This ex-hero is the notor- 
ious \assignid car tor/ailroad fuel. 


He used t»» be the champion brujser 


for pie purchasing agents of the rail- 
roads when they n-ent out to buy coal. 
Th« coal producer was a jelly when 
old A. G. finished with -him. Prices 
were wrecked, profits abandoned. D1&- 
crhaination was the established prac- 
tice. Some, mines ran overtime on un- 
profitable railroad order*; other mines 
worfced, only odd days or parts of days 
[or lack of cars. In cons^quen-ce the 
public paid more for its coal; miners 
were idle; they got in debt;-they.and 
their -families starved; they were ripe 
for strikes and revolution against such 
conditions. 


The wholo system was viciously un- 


tair and unjust. 
But it meant- cheap 


railroad fuel and bad never been de- 
cided illegal- Therefore, the purchas- 
ing agent and the railroad president 
were satisfied and happy. 
Bankrupt 


coal operators, idle mine workers, 
hungry women and baiiies. festering 
revolt in the coal fields never troubled 
their bland serenity. Nor did any un- 
welcome ideas 01 fair play and justice 
ever disturb their case-hardened con- 
sciences. 


Then came the war anil the Railroad 


Administration. 
John Skelton Wil- 


liams, head oj the Railroad Adminis- 
tration's purchases, had in his hands 
the purchase of 150,000,01)0 tons of coal 
for railroad fuel. He also ia<J the use 
of the tintire railroad transportation 
system of tho country. He likewise 
had the full authority of the govern- 
ment. No man in the aistory of the 
world ever had • such power in any 
market. And be announced his inten- 
tion to use all that economic and-legal 
power to the limit in order to buy 
coal cheap. 


He proposed to use the assigned car 


as his main weapon and to disregard 
government prices, government plans. 
Cor the war distribution of coal, the 
production of ships, munitions, or oth- 
er war supplies, printuples of fair 
dealing and any other trifling objec- 
tions that might be urg^d against his 


But -th-i coal men in the Fuel Ad- 


ministration" condemned the whole 
scheme . unreservedly. 
They insisted 


that 
the 
Railroad 
Administration 


should buy its* coal like any oUier pur- 
chaser and should distribute tho cars 
equally to all. mines. They appealed 
to tbtf ^uel Administrator. Dr. Gar- 
field took one good look at Mr. Wi - 
Hams' scheme, saw its utter iniquity, 
and when he was unable to -persuade 
itcAdoo 'to kill it, went to the Presi- 
dent. The President also got bis feet 
down on the solid ground of right and 
justice and gave orders that there 
should be no assignee^ care under the 
United States ''Railroad .Vdministration 
but thai th-e distribution of cars should 
be. equal ampng all mines. 'The bene- 
fit to the public' was made instantly 
apparent in a $50,000,000 reduction in 
the nation's coal bill^ 


Now that the roads are returned to 


private management, it is xreported 
that some, of them .will again .use as- 
signed cars in -the purchase of their 
railroad coal; in other words, pay for 
the 'coal partly in money and partly 
In cars for-the loading of coal. Meon- 
•time, the new railroad bill says that in 
-trmes of car shortage every car fur- 
nished must' be counted against tb.e 
mine, aia the failure to so count every 
car is penalized. Railroad men may 
try to twist that language into some- 
thing else, but evidently Congress has 
meant to end discriminatory distribu- 
tion of coal cars. 


.The wise railroad president will 


h-eed the plain public condemnation of 
an old evil and abuse and will not 
even waste time speculating on wheth- 
er he can somehow evade the statute 
and still avoid heavy penalties and 
damages. The unwise may try it. but 
the flnis-h of his effort will be certain. 
In an emergency there may be 'some 
ground for the special placing ;of sonic 
cars for .fuel ' loading at available 
mines for a day or two, but Uierc is 
neither reason, excuse nor legal war- 
rant any longer for going out and de- 
liberately making discriminatory car 
supply a consideration in a contract 
-providing for' fuel deliveries through- 
out a whole year. 


The coal producer has as much need 


of taking to heart the lesson of the 
President's d-ecision as has the rail- 
road rn?-n. The coal operator also 
knows now that the assigned car Is a
